WASHINGTON (JP — Attorneys 
for convict-author Caryl Chess­ 
man yesterday filed with the U.S. 
Supreme Court another appeal by 
which he hopes to escape execu­ 
tion in San Quentin Prison’s gas 
chamber scheduled for July 15. 
Chessman also sought an order 
staying the execution. 
Supreme 
Court officials

they would hold the stay request 
until the California attorney gen­ 
eral has an opportunity to file an 
opposition statem ent by telegram. 
The request and the oppositioi 
then will be sent to Justice Tom 
Clark who is vacationing in Dal­ 
las, Tex.

week. 
Chessman, condemned in 1948 
as a “Lovers’ Lane” kidnap-rapist, 
has held off the executioner by 
a series of legal moves.

He also has 
lost in lower federal and Cali­ 
fornia state courts.

A fire blazing in a Northwest­ 
ern Pacific Railroad tunnel 72 
miles south of Eureka for the 
past two days was still burning 
at 9 a.m. today, according to G. 
L. Morrison, NWP vice president 
and general manager. 
It may block the only train ser­ 
vice between Eureka and San R a­ 
fael for possibly 10 days after the 
fire is out until repairs are made 
and traffic can be restored. 
Morrison said the heat in the 
432-foot tunnel was still too in­ 
tense to permit fire fighters to 
enter. 
A slide has blocked the east end 
of the tunnel and railroad work­ 
ers are using five hoses to pump 
water into the west end.

the fire

smoldering in the center of the 
tunnel has not been determined.

equipment, are attempting to open 
the tunnel by cutting through rock 
and earth, ranging up to 115 feet 
in depth, above the bore.

Road Death 
Toll Rises; 


52 So Far

The nation’s traffic death rate 
during the first day of this year’s 
Fourth of July weekend was run­ 
ning higher today than th at re­ 
ported for the same period last 
year. 
At noon today, 52 traffic deaths 
had been recorded since 6 p.m. 
yesterday—10 more than for the 
1954 period. The overall accident 
death toll reached 72, with 9 
drownings and 11 deaths in other 
types of mishaps included. None 
of the deaths were attributed to 
fireworks. 


380 WILL DIE 
The National Safety Council has 
estimated th at 380 person will be 
killed in highway accidents by 
Monday midnight. 
Ned H. Dearborn, council presi­ 
dent, said today th at “unless the 
drivers slam on the brakes, we are 
going to reach or exceed the esti­ 
m ate of 380.” 
In the non-holiday weekend June 
17-20, an Associated Press survey 
showed 342 persons died in traf­ 
fic accidents, 111 drowned and 62 
m et violent deaths from miscel­ 
laneous causes—a total of 515. 
The three-day Fourth of July 
holiday last year took an overall 
toll of 623 lives—348 in traffic, 
192 drownings and 83 in other ac­ 
cidents, including four fireworks 
deaths. 


RECORD TOLL 
The record overall toll for any 
Independence Day holiday period 
was set in the four-day holiday 
in 1950 when 792 perished. 
The National Safety Council 
estimates th at 40 million automo­ 
biles will be on the highways dur­ 
ing the holiday period. 
The period of greatest peril is 
near 
the 
end, 
when 
motorist, 
tired from hours of travel, are re­ 
turning home on crowded high­ 
ways. 
Fireworks deaths have dwindled 
sharply in recent years. Various 
states prohibit their sale. In 1903, 
fireworks killed 466 persons and 
injured 3,983.

U.S. Steel Increases Prices 
In Aftermath Of Wage Hike

PITTSBU RG H (JP) — U. S. Steel 
Corp., w hich granted a n average 
15-cent-an-hour wage boost to its 
employees to break th e back of a 
nationw ide steel strike, is boosting 
prices about $7.50 a ton. 
Big steel’s action came shortly 
a fte r it ended th e shortest w alkout 
in the industry’s history in a com­ 
prom ise agreem ent w ith th e CIO 
U nited Steelworkers. 


W ithin a few hours after the 
12-hour strike ended yesterday all 
of the industry’s “Big Six” had 
followed th e leader in agreeing to 
th e pay boost. They are Bethlehem 
Steel Corp.. Republic, Jones 
Laughlin, Youngstown 
Sheet & 
Tube an d In lan d Steel. 


These com panies indicated they, 
too, will follow big steel in m ark­ 
ing up prices. 


As a 
consequence, 
consum ers 
soon will pay m ore for th e count­ 
less products m ade from steel. 
Clifford F. Hood, 
U. S. 
Steel 
president, said the 5.8 per cent 
hike — which will p u t a $132.50 
price tag on a ton of basic carbon 
steel—w asn’t entirely th e result of 
th e wage increase. 
Hood said other factors are in ­ 
volved, such as increased taxes 
and new construction. 
W hile jub ilan t steelworkers were 
returning to the m ills union of­ 
ficials stood by to get m ore con­ 
tra c t signatures. They indicated 
they would have no trouble w ith 
any of the 96 com panies in the 
industry 
w hich 
employ 
600,000 
USW dues payers. 
P ittsburgh Steel was am ong the 
com panies which agreed to the 
new pact last night. 


T here was an air of urgency to 
sign. 
None 
of 
th e 
com panies 
seemed to w ant a m om ent wasted 
in th eir efforts to get th eir mills 
glowing again. Profits have been 
high this year, orders are rolling 
in, and alm ost everyone predicts 
record production through a t least 
th e rem ainder of 1955.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Let Us Not Forget Why We 
Observe Holiday On July 4 


On Monday we celebrate the Fourth of 
July, a day of glory which marks the first 
signing of our Declaration of Independence. 


But in these modern days, we tend to 
forget what it represents. The celebration, 
especially when it comes conveniently a* a 
three-day weekend, tends to be something of 
a 
recreational 
holiday 
rather 
than 
an 
historical observance. Gone are the old time 
orations of patriotism and history. Instead 
picnics, parties and other activities are aimed 
at having fun, forgetting the importance of 
the day. 
Even the reasons have become obscure to 
many of our youth. 
Many misconceptions 
have grown up about it. For example: 
The Declaration did not usher in the 
Revolutionary War. The war started more 
than a year before. 


The Declaration did not commit the 
colonists for the first time to freedom. Two 
days earlier the Continental Congress voted 
an independence declaration. The Declara­ 
tion of Independence was really an explana­ 
tion and defense of the July 2 action. 


It was not signed by the members of the 


Congress on July 4, 1776. John Hancock, 
president of the Congress, signed it that day. 
Most other members signed it August 2 and 
a few still later. 
The Declaration was not the enunciation 
of new and startling ideas. As Thomas 
Jefferson commented, it did not so much 
express original ideas as voice sentiments 
that had become prevalent in enlightened 
circles. 
There is no evidence that the Liberty Bell 
was rung in honor of the occasion until it 
cracked. Most Americans seemed to have 
received the Declaration soberly, rather than 
exuberantly. 
Yet after all of the tradition and gloss has 
been stripped from the document, it still 
has sturdy bones, a foundation of lasting 
strength and value. 
On the Fourth of July we should take 
special note of that great declaration, par­ 
ticularly the immortal sentence: 
“We hold these truths to be self evident, 
. 
that all men are created equal, that they are 
endowed by their Creator with certain un­ 
alienable rights, that among these are life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness.” 


Devoted Public Servant Retires 


This week Herbert Clark Hoover retired 
from public life after 41 years of almost 
constant public service. He stepped down 
Thursday 
midnight when 
the 
(Hoover) 
Commission on Organization of the Exec­ 
utive Branch of the government expired. 


The former president of the United States, 


who will be 81 next month, served his coun­ 


try without personal profit. Even as president 
he did not put a cent of his salary to his 
personal use. Much of it he gave to charities; 
the rest he returned to the treasury. 


He has been both proclaimed and casti­ 
gated. He was hero a for his service to 


humanity in feeding the people of Europe 
in World War I. He was personally vilified 
by his opponents in a manner usually re­ 
served for traitors after the depression of 
1929. Now again he has praise as leader of 
the Hoover Commission. There was much 
more. 
President Eisenhower summed it up: “ Few 
men in our country’s history have been privi­ 
leged to serve the nation in so many impor­ 
tant capacities” and “ certainly none has done 
so with greater brilliance and devotion.” 
Our thanks, Herbert Hoover, for a career 
devoted to our country. You have from us 
a deserved “Well done.”

Fourth of July is noted for its alliterative 
excitement—fun, festivities and frolic. There 
is also one grimmer “f”— fatalities. 
The 
Fourth weekend has become one of the two 
most dangerous weekends in the year, along 
with Labor Day weekend.

WASHINGTON (JP) — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower can take enor­ 
mous comfort from the clobber­ 
ing Senator McCarthy (R-Wis) 
took this week, not because it 
was McCarthy, but froip the sig­ 
nificance of the clobbering. 


The Senate smashed 77-4 a

which 
would have interfered with, if it 
didn’t wreck, Eisenhower’s deal­ 
ings with the Russians in the 
Big Four meeting in July. 


THE VOTE WAS, in effect, an 
expression of confidence by an 
overwhelming number of sena­ 
tors of both parties in letting Ei­ 
senhower use his own Judgment 
at the meeting in Geneva. 
Only four Republicans, includ­ 
ing McCarthy, voted for the pro­ 
posal. All the 
Democrats and 
other Republicans on the floor 
at the time joined forces in re­ 
fusing to tell JSsenhower what 
he should do or handcuff him 
before he started. 
This was the kind of biparti­ 
san support 
presidents 
dream 
about but which few get on the 
eve of the kind of negotiations 
Eisenhower faces. 


McCARTHY’8 defeat was en­ 
gineered 
by 
Sen. Lyndon B. 


Johnson of Texas, Democratic 
leader of the Senate. Standing 
right beside him 
was 
Senator 


Knowland of California, the Re­ 
publicans’ Senate leader. 


Eisenhower has received more 
cooperation from the Democrats 
cn foreign policy since they took 
over in January than he got 
from his owrn Republicans in the 
two previous years when they 
ran the Senate. 


For in those two years the Ei- 


s e n h b w e r 
ad ministration’s 
handling of foreign policy was 
under constant attack by Mc­ 
Carthy. And even Knowland re­ 
peatedly and publicly differed 
with the President. 
The cooperation given Eisen­ 


hower by the Democrats in the 
foreign field is particularly con­ 
spicuous when compared with 
the constant criticism heaped on 
his Democratic predecessor Har­ 
ry Truman by the Republicans. 


McCARTHY proposed that the 
Senate tell Eisenhower to de­ 
mand of Russia, before the Big 
Four meeting, an agreement to 
discuss the 
question of Com­ 


munist control in countries in 
Asia and Europe. 


If the Senate went long with 
McCarthy—and 
if 
Eisenhower 
let the Senate dictate to him how 
to handle foreign 
affairs 
and 


made the demand on the Rus­ 
sians—the letter probably would 
have refused any meeting. If, by 
the far-fetched 
chance 
t h e y 


agreed, they in turn could make 
demands on Eisenhower. 
Johnson said McCarthy was

WASHINGTON — The long- 
in-the-making 
report 
of 
the 
Commission on I n t e r govern­ 
mental Relations proves to be 
realistic and valuable. 
It is realistic because it spurns 
the extremist views of two doc­ 
trinaire groups. The report gives 
no comfort to those whose in­ 
stinct is to solve all problems by 
concentrating more and more 
power in Washington and those 
who want to see the Federal gov­ 
ernment substantially dismantled 
and handed back to the states to 
do with as they wish — which, 
based on past experience, could 
very well be nothing. 


IT IS A valuable report be­ 
cause it points to the only prac­ 
tical way that a balance of po­ 
litical power 
between 
Federal 
and state and local government 
can be achieved; that is, by so 
improving 
and 
strengthening 
state and local government that 
they will 
draw 
to 
themselves 
functions which have 
gone to 
Washington mostly by default. 
While there are some dissents 
over particular 
proposals, 
this 
basic, 
un-doctrinaire, 
middle- 
road view reflects the unanimous 
thinking of a 25-man Commis­ 
sion which embraced governors. 
Senators and 
Congressmen 
of 
both parties plus a number of 
citizens outside the government. 
As the chairman of the commis­ 
sion succeeding the controversial 
Dean Clarence Manion of Notre 
Dame Law School, Meyer Kes- 
tnbaum, a progressive business 
leader who heads the committee 
for economic development, ob­ 
viously extracted the very maxi­ 
mum of agreement from his col­ 
leagues. 


THE 
COMMISSION 
frankly 
recognizes that most of the en­ 
largement of Federal power dur­ 
ing the past 20 years has come 
about because of the vast indus­ 
trialization of the 
nation, 
be­ 
cause of the acute social and 
economic problems created by 
the depression, because of the 
population shifts from farm to 
city, because 
of 
advances 
in 
transportation and communica­ 
tion — that is, Federal power has 
grown out of necessity, not pri­ 
marily out of political theory. 
Federal powers have also been 
expanded because of the failure 
of the state governments to per­ 
form the governmental services 
which many of them now com­ 
plain that the national govem- 


ment should not be performing. 


NEARLY A HALF century ago 
Elihu Root, a Republican and a 
conservative, putdt this way: 
“It is useless for the advocates 
of 
states’ 
rights 
to 
inveigh 
against the supremacy 
of 
the 
constitutional laws of the United 
States or against the extension 
of national authority in the 
fields of necessary control where 
the states themselves fail in the 
performance of their duty. The 
instinct 
of 
s e l f - government 
among the people of the United 
States is too strong to permit 
them long to respect anyone’s 
right to exercise a power which 
he fails to exercise.” 
When he was governor of Il­ 
linois Adlai Stevenson put the 
same view succinctly when he 
suggested that there would be 
less talk about states’ rights if 
there had not been so many 
states’ wrongs. 
What they were both saying is 
what the Kestnbaum commission 
is saying today: that self-gov­ 
ernment does not permit a vac­ 
uum, that if the states will not 
discharge 
the 
functions 
the 
voters require, the voters will 
turn elsewhere. 


THE COMMISSION points to 
several vital reforms which the 
states will have to make if they 
are to begin to arrest the trend 
to Washington: 
(1) Restore representative gov­ 
ernment! In a majority of the 
states today city dwellers decis­ 
ively outnumber the rural pop­ 
ulation and yet the rural popula­ 
tion decisively 
dominates 
the 
state legislatures, Reason — re­ 
fusal by the legislatures to obey 
their own states’ constitutions to 
reapportion 
the 
1 e g i s latures 
equitably. 
(2) Give the governors authori­ 
ty equal to their responsibilities. 
In 40 states as many as 5 to 15 
of the govemnor’s administra­ 
tive aides are elected and thus 
not subject to his control. 
(3) Straighten out the bewil­ 
dering duplication and confused 
overlapping of the nation’s 109,- 
000 local governing units — coun- 
t i e s, 
towns, 
townships 
an d 
school districts. 
The 
Kestnbaum 
commission 
does not propose less government; 
it proposes a better distribution 
of the functions of government. 
Better state government alone 
will mean more state govern­ 
ment. 


Asks Donations 
To UN Memorial 
EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 


As is not generally known, It 
was a group of newsmen who, 
receiving the cooperation of edi­ 
tors, brought the world to the 
Bay Area for the UN’s 10th an­ 
niversary. Without the help of 
the newspapers, the idea would 
never have become a reality. 


The salute to the UN on the 
occasion of the Marin’ Art and 
Garden Fair’s own 10th birthday 
can be more than an "epilogue” 
to the San Francisco Celebra­ 
tions. I’ve just heard, being en 
route on a tour in the northwest, 
that the idea of a UN memorial 
monument has 
been 
launched 
and that coins from children of 
the world (with adults allowed 
to contribute, too) will be col­ 
lected to build the monument. 


It is perhaps a most happy co­ 
incidence that a rather spectacu­ 
lar fountain has been built in 
the center of the fair grounds. 
How fine it would be if those 
who have hope and wish the UN 
well, toes a coin—or even three 
coins—into the fountain to make 
the wish for world peace and se­ 
curity which is in the hearts of 
so many human beings. 


I write to suggest that it be 
the Independent-Journal which 
will support 
and 
sponsor 
the 
idea of coins in the fair foun­ 
tain as Marin’s community con­ 
tribution to the building of a 
UN monument beside the Golden 
Gate. I can think of no finer 
“Salute to the United Nations” 
which is the official theme of 
this year’s fair. 
I have also just learned that 
a Bay Area group have formed a 
“UN 15th Anniversary Commit­ 
tee.” It would perhaps be ap­ 
propriate for the I-J to lead the 
way in calling for the formation 
of a Marin UN 15th Anniversary 
Committee whose first objective 
could perhaps be to plan that 
the Marin Art and Garden Fair 
of 1960 be held coincidently with 
the convocation of the UN in 
San Francisco five years from 
now when, it is to be presumed, 
the monument to the UN will be 
unveiled.

And the Coolidges were great 
ones to travel for long weekends 
and long summers away from 
Washington. 
Mrs. Hoover was active in the 
affairs of her husband’s Quaker 
Church and in the Girl Scouts. 
She was a woman of rare intelli­ 
gence and wide 
reading, 
and 
shared with President Hoover 
the problems of power and office, 
but never in public.

Chiang Says He'll Reject Cease-Fire 
Until Reds 'Disgorge Their Spoils' 


TAIPEI (IP)—President Chiang 
Kai-shek has indicated he never 
will agree to a cease-fire with the 
Chinese Communists until they 
“disgorge their spoils and with­ 
draw from the territoiy which 
they have stolen by aggression.” 
In an interview with a Filipino 
correspondent, released today by 
the official Central News Agency, 
Chiang made the specific point 
that the offshore islands cannot 
be considered separately from For­ 
mosa and the Pescadores and 
“must be defended.” Formosa and 
the Pescadores are covered by the 
U.S.-Nationalist Chinese mutual 
defense treaty. The offshore is­ 
lands of Quemoy and Matsu are 
n ot 
Chiang 
said 
the 
Nationalists 
never would allow the Reds to 
keep the Chinese Mainland as the 
“fruit of aggression” and would 
never agree to a oeaae-fire in Far- 
most Strait He said a cease-fire 
policy recognizes the fruits of ag­ 
gression and rewards it. 
“The right time for a genuine 
cease-fire with the Communists 
will be when they disgorge their 


spoils and withdraw from the ter­ 
ritory which they have stolen by 
aggression,” he said. 
Chiang said the Chinese Com­ 
munists are “no longer Chinese,” 
and called them “tools of Soviet 
aggression.” 
“The 
Nationalist 
government 
cannot live together with them on 
the mainland,” he declared. 
Chiang restated his standing as­ 
sertion that in a Nationalist in­ 
vasion “the people, and even the 
Communist 
soldiers, 
will 
rally 
around their banner and surely 
bring the Communist regime to its 
end.” He said he wouldn’t need 
ground force assistance in an in­ 
vasion. 
Asked if it wasn’t possible that 
his aging army might lose hope 
while waiting on Formosa, Chiang 
made this reply: 
“The armed forces of Free China 
which have been able to remain 
young ever since the law of na­ 
tional service came into force, axe 
intensifying their training and in­ 
creasing their combat efficiency 
every day.” 
He said the big mistake the Na­ 


tionalists made on the mainland 
was their failure to destroy the 
Communists and suppress subver­ 
sive activities of Communist spies 
in the war against Japan. 


“That is why,” he said, “we are 
taking such strict and 
strong 
measures to fight Communist es­ 
pionage in Taiwan (Formosa.”

“To m ake 35 acres available for 
the recommended purpose,” Von 
Seggern continues, “requires th a t 
12.6 acres of private property b« 
purchased for future recreational 
needs and the rezoning of this 
land from residential to ‘parka 
and 
open 
spaces—schools’ 
as 
shown in the zoning on the land 
use plan.” 
Rough estim ates of the cost of 
this land, Von Seggern said, rang« 
from $50,000 to $260,000. “A ppar­ 
ently the higher value is bq^ed on 
the expected earnings of the prop­ 
erty when zoned commercial.” 
He 
intim ated 
th a t 
the 
city 
m ight, through the courts, be able 
to establish th a t the land’s correct 
price should be derived from its 
suggested recreational and civio 
usage. This, of course, would giv« 
the city an opportunity to buy th« 
land a t lower cost. 
“The conflict in land use,” Von 
Seggern declared, “is due to tak ­ 
ing out of the area recommended 
in the m aster plan for joint de­ 
velopm ent of recreational facilit­ 
ies the 35.4 acres for commercial 
use.” This,” he said, is “apparent­ 
ly not in the best interest of th« 
Mill Valley com m unity.” 
The m aster plan gives alternat« 
plans for use of the lands east 
of the NWP right-of-w ay.

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Mystery Too Easy To Solve 


Two stories run side by side in 
Bill S. Ballinger’s suspense novel, 
“The Tooth and the Nail” (H ar­ 
per) a straightforward report of 
a m urder trial and an intim ate 
personal account of a m arriage 
th a t ended in terror and death. 
Because they are between the 
sam e covers, it is apparent from 
the start that the trial of a weal­ 
th y New Yorker for the m urder 
of his valet-chauffeur has some­ 
thing to do with stage m agician 
Lew M ountain’s search for the 
m an who murdered his bride in 
Philadelphia. 
The .connection, though some­ 
w hat far-fetched, is by no means 


as undetectable as the publishers 
profess to believe. The seasoned 
mystery fan, aided by clues in the 
blurb and a rather-too-inform a- 
tive introductory note, should 
have a pretty good idea w hat the 
answer is by the time the basic 
facts of the two stories are in 
his 
possession, 
about halfway 
through the book. 
That is not to say th at Interest 
lags at th at point. It is an in ­ 
genious and absorbing tale of 
mounting 
suspense, 
and 
few 
readers who have guessed the 
right answer will not want to 
find out exactly how the plot 
works out.

Frenchman's Book On Tibet 
Full Of Wit And Sympathy 


TIBETAN MARCHES. By An­ 
dre 
Ml rot, 
translated 
from 
French and with an introduction 
by Peter Fleming. Dutton. 
Before we set off for Tibet with 
Dr. Migot, we m ight review, as 
Fleming does, this Frenchm an’s 
earlier experiences: He was a 
World W ar I medical officer, a 
mountaineer, and a bicyclist— 
not a motorcyclist — who once 
pedaled from France to India. 
Since his Tibetan 
journey, 
In 
1946-47, he has accompanied sci­ 
entific expeditions to the edge 
of the Antarctic. 
BUT HE MADE his trip into 
Tibet on his own, with little but 
camera, notebook, clothes, and 
money. 
He flew from Hanoi to K un­ 
ming and then went on by truck, 
mule, horse, and afoot to Cheng- 
tu, Kangting, Jyekundo, a couple 
of hundred miles toward Lhasa 
and then back, and northeast to 
Tangar. He wound up in Peiping. 
He was robbed by bandits, a r­ 


rested by Tibetans and Com­ 
munists, and alm ost lost his 
life when his saddle slipped on 
a narrow path above a 1,500- 
foot drop and he had the luck to 
fall on tne inside, not the out. 
BUT THESE are so to speak 
conventional travel adventures, 
and in a book or in a land Migot 
never follows a beaten path. He 
became a member of a Buddhist 
sect, the Karm apa. He slept in 
the rain, the snow, the sweltering 
lowlands, he lived on tea, rice, 
tasm pa; he submitted to fleas, 
bedbugs and lice — Tibetans be­ 
lieve life is sacred, 
and 
even 
when they pick off a louse they 
put it gently on the floor and 
let it scamper away to hide and 
fatten on some other hide. 
Migot tried devoutly, and with 
marvelous success, when in Tibet 
to do as Tibetans do, when in a 
lamasery to do as lamas do. This 
is a vivid, sympathetic and often 
witty book by the least touristy 
of travelers.

Radio Alters 
Pattern In 
TV Battle 


NEW YORK (JP) — The radio 
networks are departing sharply 
from the old pattern of big one- 
hour and half-hour nighttime 
shows at fixed times each week. 
More casualities can be expect­ 
ed as radio makes a stronger 
stand against TV’s raids on eve­ 
ning audiences. 
Among the old radio reliables 
who may not be back next sea­ 
son are Jack Benny and Bob 
Hope, busy with TV, and the ra­ 
dio version of My Little Margie. 
Some that are on a weekly half- 
hour basis may change to what 
the industry calls strip shows— 
15 minutes at the same time each 
evening Monday through Friday. 
The networks aren’t all moving 
in the same direction on radio. 
ABC has gone in for frequent 
newscasts, music and sports on 
weekends. NBC recently over­ 
hauled its weekend schedule com­ 
pletely for its Monitor service 
that runs 40 solid hours, from 8 
a. m. Saturday to midnight Sun­ 
day, tossing out many old fix­ 
tures. 
Mutual next week starts what 
eventually will be a drastic over­ 
haul of its programing with what 
it calls a companionate radio 
formula. It starts on a small scale 
from 11 to 11:25 a. m., EDT., 
Monday through Friday, with in­ 
formal mixtures of vital statis­ 
tics, interviews, sports, features, 
home hints and similar fare.

Two of M arin’s most active 
artists are Miriam and Ray Rice 
of Greenbrae, a husband and 
wife team , who manage to com­ 
bine full time art work with 
teaching activities and a busy 
family life. 
Mr. Rice is rapidly establish­ 
ing himself as a first-rate a r­ 
tist who works directly with both 
building and landscape archi­ 
tects to provide a touch of per­ 
m anent hand-w rought beauty to 
modern structures and their sur­ 
roundings. 
The 
elegance 
and 
lasting significance of the mo­ 
saics, painted murals and sculp­ 
tures of the past has prompted 
contem porary architects to de­ 
sign them for public buildings, 
homes and gardens. 
Rice is a 
great believer in this functional 
use of a rt forms, and has in 
recent years enjoyed the oppor­ 
tunity of working with several 
leading architects.

Grads Shift 
Interests 
ANN ARBOR, Mich (U.P.)—Out­ 
side of professional school gradu­ 
ates, only 38 per cent of college 
graduates go to work in the fields 
they majored in. 
A recent study at the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan showed that 96 
per cent of medical and dental 
students went on to a profes­ 
sional career in their fields, but 
only graduates in the earth sci­ 
ences also tended to follow up 
their studies with related careers. 
The Commission on Human 
sources and Advanced Training, 
which conducted the study, said 
this tendency of graduates to 
work outside 
of 
their 
major 
fields was a good one. They said 
it assures a steady supply of 
lawyers who also know science, 
scientists who know economics 
and economists who know law. 
The study also showed that 50 
per cent of female college gradu­ 
ates soon leave their jobs for 
marriage. The study said those 
who do not usually end up work­ 
ing at sub-professional levels or 
as teachers.

Helen Keller Has 
New Book Coming, 
Is 75 Years Old 


The 75th birthday of Helen 
Keller, the world-famous blind 
and deaf teacher and author, 
was celebrated on Monday. The 
celebration was arranged by a 
committee created by the Amer­ 
ican Foundation for the Blind 
and the American Foundation 
for the Overseas Blind. Katharine 
Cornell was chairman of the 
committee, among whose mem­ 
bers are former Presidents Her­ 
bert Hoover and Harry S. Tru­ 
man. Miss Keller’s best-known 
book, “The Story of My Life,” 
was published by Doubleday in 
1902 and has been in print con­ 
tinuously since that time. Her 
new book, “Teacher,” will be pub­ 
lished by Doubleday on Septem­ 
ber 22. It is the biography of 
Anne Sullivan Macy, the great 
teacher who taught Helen Keller 
to communicate with the world 
around her. The original manu­ 
script of “Teacher” was destroyed 
when Miss Keller’s Connecticut 
home burned and the book was

Liquid Diet 
Makes Roses 
Healthier 


u o e ANGELES, July 2—If you 
want to produce healthier, more 
beautiful rooes, put them on a 
steady liquid diet. 
Dr. Harry Kohl of the floricul­ 
ture and ornamental horticulture 
department of the Los Angeles 
campus of the University of Cali­ 
fornia says th at studies there 
show th at roses, c y m b i d i u m 
orchids, and carnations thrive on 
such a diet. 
THE LIQUID DIET is prepared 
at U.C.L.A. as follows: A concen­ 
trate is made consisting of three 
pounds of potassium nitrate, fiye 
pounds of ammonium nitrate, 
and 12 pounds of calcium nitrate 
in 10 gallons of water. One gallon 
of the concentrate is added to 
every 400 gallons of water. Pro­ 
portioned which attach to a 
water hose may be obtained com­ 
mercially to dole the concentrate 
out automatically. 
THE “MEAL” should be “serv­ 
ed” the flowers every time they 
are watered. Dr. Kohl says.

Water To 


Suit Soil 


And Plants 


The health of any plant Is 
often determined by its water 
supply. Moisture is an essential 
factor in plant growing. This is 
true for every variety from arti­ 
chokes to zinnias. 
. 


IT IS NOT the sum total of 
moisture that is so important; 
it is the regularity of applica­ 
tion; getting the water to the 
plant roots when they need it. 
Since dry farming is hardly good 
technique for the average back­ 
yard gardener artificial methods 
must be pursued. 


While certain general rules ex­ 
ist covering irrigation neverthe­ 
less local conditions usually de­ 
termine the method. When to 
water and how much to apply is 
usually established by where you 
live, the type of soil, the crop 
being grown, the nature of the 
prevailing winds and other com­ 
parable factors. 


ACTUALLY the soil should be 
watered, rather than the plants. 
The appearance of the plants, 
however, 
often 
indicates 
the 
amount of moisture in the soil. 
Sometimes the same symptom 
may be the result of entirely dif­ 
ferent conditions. 


For example, a yellowing of 
the foliage may result either 
from too much water or too lit­ 
tle. If the grower has held back 
the moisture and the plants then 
turn yellow he should immedi­ 
ately increase the moisture. 


IF DRAINAGE is bad excess 
water may accumulate in the 
vicinity of the feeding roots. 
This, too, may cause the foliage 
to turn yellow. 
While better 
drainage should be installed a 
withdrawal of the water tem­ 
porarily should improve this con­ 
dition. 


It’s easier to handle the water­ 
ing problem if the plant’s grow­ 
ing habits and the nature of the 
soil are known. A plant regarded 
as a "heavy drinker” may re­ 
quire less water in a water-re­ 
tentive soil than an average spe­ 
cimen growing in a light or 
sandy location. 


LIGHT SOILS are unable to 
retain moisture for any lengthy 
period of time. The water pene­ 
trates quickly to the lower levels 
and is lost almost immediately 
by surface-rooting crops. Con­ 
versely, a heavy or adobe-like 
soil has the capacity for storing 
water just like a camel. This 
means that moisture will remain 
in close contact with the roots 
for quite some time. 


A SANDY soil must be watered 
quite 
frequently. 
The 
water 
passes through rapidly but with 
regular applications the roots 
will 
absorb 
what 
they 
need. 
Heavy soils do not need frequent 
watering as they hold the mois­ 
ture, acting like a reservoir.

One of the insects that is ap­ 
pearing in the gardens now and 
will be with us during the rest of 
the summer season is the western 
spotted cucumber beetle or Dia- 
brotica. This insect is small and 
green in color with 12 black spots 
on the wing covers. It is similar 
in shape to the ladybird beetle 
that is red in color. The ladybird 
beetle is a beneficial insect and 
should not be confused with the 
green cucumber beetle. 


THE 
CUCUMBER beetle 
is 
widespread throughout California 
and attacks most of our vege­ 
tables and many of our flower­ 
ing plants. It is found particu­ 
larly on s q u a s h , cucumbers, 
melons, beans, com and on flow­ 
ering plants such as roses, chrys­ 
anthemums, etc. 
The adult feeds on the leaves 
and stems and the flowering 
parts of the plant, eating small 
holes in the leaves or the petals 
of the flower and oftentimes 
spoiling the pollinating parts of 
the flowerlets. The larvae of the 
cucumber beetle is whitish, worm- 
like that feeds on the plant. 


THERE is a close relative of 
the 
spotted 
cucumber 
beetle 
which is somewhat smaller and 
is grayish brown with three black 
lines down its back. It attacks 
the squash and melons more than 
it does the flowering plants in 
the garden. 
Cucumber beetles can best be 
controlled when there is no resi­ 
due problem by thoroughly dust­ 
ing the plants with cryolite or 
benzene hexachloride. DDT is ex­ 
tremely effective against these 
insects, but should not be used on 
squash or any of its relatives 
since some varieties are injured 
by DDT. When seedlings are be-

ing attacked, apply the dust rath ­ 
er generously. 
WHEN A RESIDUE problem is 
involved such as on the leafy 
vegetables or any part of the 
vegetable th at is to be consumed, 
use a contact insecticide such as 
a dust containing pyrethrum. The 
plants should be dusted in the 
early morning hours when there 
is little wind movement in order 
that the m aterial may settle on 
all parts of the plant. 


ALTHOUGH DDT is a very 
useful insecticide, there is a haz­ 
ard involved in that it is not a 
control for red spider and often 
the predators of red spider are 
killed off and a population in­ 
crease is noted in red spider th at 
causes as much, if not more, 
damage than the insects for 
which the DDT was applied. 
DDT may be used if hi to W by 
volume of sulphur is added to the 
com m ercial dusts for the control 
of red spider. The DDT-sulphur 
combination should not be used 
on melons or strawberries as 
sulphur will burn these plants.

Varied Uses For Violets 
Make Them Worth Growing 


Our common blue violet is real­ 
ly well worth growing. Neverthe­ 
less, it is often ignored in gar­ 
dens which it could easily help to 
adorn. 
There are varied uses for vio­ 
lets. They can be used as border 
plants, and are particularly at­ 
tractive outlining a shrub bor­ 
der. 
They 
make 
a 
practical 
ground cover for shady spots 
under trees. They are attractive 
in rock gardens. 
Violets should be divided every 
two years to keep them from be­ 
coming over-crowded. While this 
can be done any time after the 
blooming period, it is advisable 
to do It in August. To divide ths 


plants merely pull them apart at 
their natural division points, il­ 
lustrated in the accompanying 
Garden-Graph. 
Keep 
n e w l y 
planted violets well watered. 
Violets frequently 
thrive 
so 
well, they become a matted mass 
of plants and “run out.” If vio­ 
lets do not bloom well in April, 
May and June, it is usually due 
to over-crowding, poor stock or 
impoverished soil. 
If sparse blooms indicate a 
poor soil, a top dressing of leaf- 
inold, or compost, mixed with 
commercial fertilizer will help 
remedy the condition. Apply in

Try Planting Peas Late 
In Vacated Garden Space 


By DEAN HALLIDAY

If garden fresh peas are a 
favorite with you and your fam ­ 
ily, why not try a late planting 
in the space vacated by an earlier 
vegetable? 
I.A T E V A R IE T IE S of peas can 
be planted even as the first cool 
days of early fall approach and 
still mature to give a crop before 
the first frost comes. The yield 
w ill not be as large as earlier 
planted peas, but w ill add sub­ 
stantially 
to 
the 
fam ily 
food 
supply. 
In order to give late peas a 
quick start, soak the trench in 
which they are to be planted, as 
shown 
in 
the 
accompanying 
garden-graph. 
PEA S PLA N T ED late in the 
season should be sown deeper 
than those planted early in the 
spring when the soil is full of 
moisture. In heavy soil, plant 
late peas about four inches deep. 
Plan t them six inches deep if 
the soil is very light. 
W hen the peas have been cov­ 


ered with soil, “ walk” the soil to 
firm it, as shown in the garden- 
graph . 
LA T E PEA S are apt to be a bit 
temperamental. M ulching after 
the plants are well up helps in 
hot weather. An unfriendly heat 
wave as they are forming pods, 
or a cold, wet period while they 
are blossoming can reduce the 
crop to almost nothing. For late 
plantings, select varieties that are 
locally successful. 
Late peas should have some 
sort of support since they are 
tall growing. 
Chicken wire is 
often used for this purpose. Leggy 
twigs can also be used. 


Zinnias Are 
Good Bet 
For Summer 


M atch the bright colors of the 
summer season’s sky, returning 
birds and warm sunlight w ith 
colorful bedding plants in your 
garden.

ing with rotenone or pyrethrum 
compounds. To be completely ef­ 
fective the plants should be dust­ 
ed each week through the grow­ 
ing season.

A good late cabbage or cauli­ 
flower plant should be short and 
stocky, have a bluish, reddish or 
purplish color, 
and a

young roots. 


Potted Azaleas 
Need Care 


If you have azaleas in pots 
which are plunged in soil in 
your garden, do not let them dry 
out during the summer months. 
For late season crops sow— 
beans, beets, carrots, cress, cu­ 
cumbers, turnips, Chinese cab­ 
bage, kale and kohlrabi. Set out 
plants of late cabbage, celery, 
endive and Brussels sprouts. 


Zinnias, natives of Mexico, are 
a good bet for your summer gar­ 
den. The plants can tolerate ex­ 
tremely hot weather and still 
produce 
a 
tremendous 
crop. 
Though usually grown in full 
sun, they w ill prosper in partial 
shade. 
IT IS E A S Y to grow them from 
seed. You can sow the seed in 
the open ground as soon as the 
weather warms up. Purchasing 
seedlings may save time, but the 
seed-sowing method is certainly 
more economical and there is al­ 
ways a special th rill in growing 
your own flowers. 
Zinnias have a marked resist­ 
ance to the more common gar­ 
den diseases and pests and they 
make relatively few demands on 
the care-taker. In fact, a child 
should be able to produce prize- 
winning blossoms. You will not 
have to bring in any special top 
soil, as they thrive in most types 
of garden soil. The ground should 
be thoroughly spaded and ade­ 
quately fertilized. The plants pre­ 
fer a deep soil. It Is also advis­ 
able to apply plant food at in ­ 
tervals of every 
four or five 
weeks during the growing sea­ 
son. 
Z IN N IA S are a dual purpose 
plant. They perform beautifully 
outdoors and are also well suited 
for adding color to the Interior 
of 
y o u r 
home. 
Because 
they 
bloom 
so 
profusely 
they 
w ill 
make your living room look like 
a florist’s shop. 
The flowers should be cut early 
in the morning. As soon as they 
have been cut plunge them deep­ 
ly into a bucket of water to Just 
below the flowers. Leave them 
for several hours before arrang­ 
ing in a vase. 
T H IS T R EA T M E N T allows the 
flowers to absorb a maximum 
amount of water. The water in 
the vases 
should 
be changed 
every day. It is also advisable 
to cut off about one-half inch 
of the stem every day; preferably 
doing this job w ith the scissors 
under water. The reason for this 
is to prevent the formation of 
air bubbles in the stem, a con­ 
dition that may result when the 
item s are cut In the open air.

So Jerem iah dictated his words 
to Baruch and he inscribed them 
on the scroll, and read them to 
the people on a fasting day when 
many people came to Jerusalem. 
The princes of the realm told 
Jerem iah and Baruch to hide so 
that no man would know where 
they 
were, 
for 
some 
of 
the 
princes were afraid. Then they 
told the king about the scroll 
and what was written thereon, 
and laid the scroll in the cham­ 
ber of Elisham a, the scribe. 
“ So the king sent Jehudi to 
fetch the rolls and he took it out 
of Elisham a the scribe’s cham­ 
ber; and Jehudi read it in the 
ears of the king, and in the ears 
of all the princes which stood 
beside the king. 
“ Now the king sat in the win­ 
ter house, on the ninth month 
(December); 
and there was & 
fire on the hearth burning be­ 
fore him. 
“ AND IT C A M E to pass, that 
when Jehudi had read three or 
four leaves, he (the king) cut it 
with the penknife and cast it 
into the fire that was on the 
hearth, until the roll was con­ 
sumed in the fire that was cm 
the hearth.” 
Some interceded with the king 
not to destroy the rolls, but he 
would not hear, but later Jere­ 
miah rewrote the scroll. 
Jehoiakim reigned from 600- 
598 B.C. How vain was his at­ 
tempt to destroy the words of 
Jehovah! How vain is it for us 
to disregard the w ill of God! 
Only by obeying His laws and 
living the life of which Christ 
would have us can we ever be 
happy upon this earth. Honesty

“picture book” edition of the 
New Testam ent appeared today. 
Its publishers expect it to be a 
worldwide best seller. 
The volume, its pages packed 
with pictures, was published by 
the American Bible Society under 
the title, “The Good News." It 
is the climax of a five-year race 
against time and the inroads of 
modern civilization in the Holy 
Land. 
The book’s 8-by-ll-inch pages 
include the complete text of the 
New Testam ent, partly in the 
modernized wording of the re­ 
vised standard version of the 
Bible, partly in the old fam iliar 
phrases of the King Jam es ver­ 
sion. But the text is arranged in 
modern paragraph form, w ith­ 
out 
numbered 
chapters 
ana 
verses, and the print is large. 
More than half the space on 
most pages is filled with pic­ 
tures — 566 photographs, nine 
maps and six diagram s appear 
in slightly more than 250 pages. 
More than 
100 photographs 
were taken especially for the 
book, including many by a team 
of archaeologists who toured Pal­ 
estine (Mi assignm ent from the 
society. 
HARD JOB 
Dr. 
Gilbert 
Darlington, 
or­ 
dained an Episcopal m inister in 
1915 and society treasurer since 
1920, conceived the illustrated 
New Testam ent and pushed it to 
completion. 
Seemingly 
tireless 
despite his 63 years, he spent 
m onths abroad hunting for de­ 
sired pictures and negotiating 
for their purchase or loan. 
Dr. Darlington was unable to 
estimate the total cost of pro­ 
ducing “The Good News,” but 
he said actual publication costs 
for the first printing of 150,000 


The American Bible Society 
translated the Scriptures into six 
new languages in 1954, bringing 
the total num ber of languages 
into which it has translated the 
Scriptures to 1,084.
